TOKYO — (AP) — The United 


Nations command today told the 
Communists that Kaesong is un- 
suitable as a site for any future 
Korean armistice negotiations. 


Allied liaison officers gave these 


reasons in a note handed Red liai- 
son officers at Kaesong: 


1. Kaesong Is too close to the 


main Red supply line, under at- 
tack by Allied warplanes.

2. Red and 
Allied ground

3. Uncontrolled partisan 


groups, responsible to neither 
command, are active In the area 
and could take action at any 
time which would again cause 
a breakup of talks.

WASHINGTON — (AP)—

force publications, told today 
of receiving liquor, hams, tur- 
keys and more,expensive gifts 
—and borrowing $12,100— 
from officials'of two printing 
firms. 


Testifying at a senate in- 


quiry, Charles A. Moling said 
that both companies—Ameri- 
can Lithofold Corporation of 
St. Louis, and Laurel Printing 
Company of New York—were 
doing business with the gov- 
ernment at the time. 


Borrowed Twice 


Moling said he borrowed $6,100 


from an official of American Lith- 
ofold and $6,000 from an official 
of Laurel. 


At the time of the loans, Moling 


was on the government payroll at 
$6,400 a year. Last March, he re- 
signed to take a job with Amer- 
ican Lithofold at $25,000 a year. 
He is now that company's eastern 
district sales manager. 


Moling testified before a senate 


investigations subcommittee which 
is inquiring into charge* of politi- 
cal Influence on lending by the 
government's Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation (RFC).

Japanese Doctor Reports Using 
Animal Blood Plasma on Men 


TOKYO, (AP)—The claim of a 


Japanese research physician that 
he has successfully used animal 
blood plasma in transfusions to 
more than 600 human patients 
caused a flurry of interest here 
today. 


Dr. Kunio Kawaishi of Kawahi- 


shi clinical institute of Hiroshima 
medical college told a medical 
meeting in Tokyo that he effect- 
ively uses the processed plasma 
of cows, horses and pigs when 
patients require transfusions. 


He made his statement before 


the reputable Japan Epidemics In- 
stitute, an association of physic- 
ians from all sections of this coun- 
try. 


Dr. Kawaishi said he adds form- 


alin and caustic soda to animal 
plasma and also used a heat pro- 
cess. In occasional cases, he noted, 
the animal plasma caused slight 
ill effects such as rash or vomit- 
ting. '

Dr. George J. Stein, chief of 


the army's 406 medical general 
laboratory and blood- bank in 
Tokyo, said today he had heard 
of Kawalshi's experiments and 
added: 


"An Important question that 


occurs to me is whether the pro- 
cess that detosifies the animal 
plasma to an extent that It could 
be used for human transfusions 
would not also denature the very 
substances in the plasma that 
might be of benefit." 


In Chicago, Dr. Louis R. Limar- 


7.1, head of the University of Illi- 
nois hematology department, said 
there might be serious long range 
effect! from the experiment. 


He said humans often suffer 


shock from various animal serums 
and anti-toxins used to combat 
disease. He said injections of ani- 
mal blood could be much more 
serious to humans. 


Limarzi said "experience over

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Communities Must Take Lead 
In Solving GI Housing Problem 


WASHINGTON— (AF) —Local 


communities must prov* th« final 
solution for housing shortages 
which lead to "shameful profiteer- 
ing" at the expense of •ervicemcn 
at big posts In this country, a sen- 
ate subcommittee said last night. 


But congress and the govern- 


ment "must give those communi- 
ties every legitimate aid within 
our power." and armed services 
subcommittee on preparedness— 
headed by Senator Lyndon John- 
son (D-Tex)—said. 


The group's report came after 


an investigation at 16 army, navy, 
air force and marine training 
camps. It was a follow-up to an 
sarlier inquiry which covered three 
installations. Johnson said the'sec- 
ond inquiry was made to detcr- 
nine the extent of "this shameful 
>rofiteering from American serv- 
cemen." He added: 


"There can now be no doubt that 


t is widespread—so widespread 
hat corrective action nuist be 
akcn." 


The subcommittee said one of 


he "woi st situations" it found was 
n the area around Camp Lejeunc, 
V. C., a marine training base. 
Even some marines were found to 


gouging their fellows on rents, 


he report said. 


Of the findings by its staff in- 


•estigators, 
the 
subcommittee 


aid: 
"We have found posts in which 


oldiers, sailors, marines and air- 
icn are being gouged merciless- 
y by unscrupulous landlords. We 


th« landlords are servicemen them- 
selves—a few marines who do not 
hesitate to line their pockets with 
money extorted from fellow mar- 
ines. 


"But on the other hand, we have 


found evidence—solid evidence— 
of a will and a determination to 
correct these conditions. We have 
found communities where the citi- 
zens have banded together in an 
effort to provide decent housing 
for those who wear the uniform of 
the United States." 


The report cited Lake Charles, 


La., and Columbia. S. C., as areas 
"making earnest efforts to solve 
the problem" of housing for serv- 
icemen.

Is Freedom Only for Those 
People Who Already Have It 


We hailed as a story of great courage the recent express 


tram escape of 31 Czechs across the West German border. 
Americans always are heartened to learn that men still are 
willing to risk their lives for freedom. 


It is instructive, therefore, to observe what has happened 


to these stalwarts since,their spectacular escape. Half of 
them have been arrested for lack of "proper papers" and the 
rest may share that fate.• 
• * 


To be sure, U. S. officials have asked German authorities 


to stop the arrests, described the situation as "very em- 
barrassing." It is indeed that, mostly because these particu- 
lar refugees have had front-page publicity. But the full story 
is far more embarrassing and it deserves to be told to every- 
one. 


According to Donald Kingsley, director general of the 


International Refugee Organization, from 1700 to 1900 refu- 
gees a month escape satellite countries, with most finding 
their way to Germany and Austria. 
• 
• * 


The shocking fact is that they stand a better than two- 


bwrae chance of being swiftyl jailed like ordinary criminals 
—on grounds of illegal entry. Languishing in jail, for sev- 
eral days with tramps, prostitutes and the day's haul of petty 
thieves, they have ample time to reflect on the West's noble 
promises of political asylum for refugees. 


Michael Hoffman, New York Times correspondent in Ge- 


neva, reports that a survey of nine sectors along the German 
frontier showed U. S. officials pursuing nine separate pro-

To add confusion, two distinct branches of military in- 


telligence often compete for the information refugees have 
on conditions behind the Curtain. They sometimes detain 
the fugitives for weeks for questioning. 


Eventually, these daring folk get out of jail. .Then what? 


With luck they may contact the IRO and get on an eligible 
list for overseas resettlement. But otherwise they are left 
stranded hi countries already overcrowded and weighted 
with unemployment and other problems. 
• • • 


Think how this strikes men who have braved death. Di- 


rectly or indirectly, they have been encouraged to resist their 
Communist masters. Many who fled pointedly mention West- 
ern propaganda broadcasts as stirjing them to act. 


They muster their courage, crash through the Iron Cur- 


tain, and are welcomed to freedom in a Western jail. There- 
after, except for the lucky few, they are left to founder in 
disillusion and despair, in a part of Europe already sodden 
with hopelessness. 


Is this the dream of democracy we daily paint for them 


on the Voice of America and Radio Free Europe? Is this our 
refugee policy? 
• 
• * 


Nearly all these people have incredibly valuable informa- 


tion about our potential enemies. Only a relative handful 
are tapped, after proper screening for spies. Most of them 
are workers, technicians and fanners who would make a 
valuable addition to the free world's labor force. A large 
proportion are able-bodied young men who explicitly voice 
a desire to join the U. S. armed forces and fight communism. 


Much of their information is being lost, and most of their 


highly useful services are wasting in disuse. But these losses 
are as nothing compared to the deep injury we inflict upon 
the cause of freedpm by crushing the hopes of these people. 


What kind of freedom is it that is only for men who 
already have it?

"Some of us thought that West 


should have passed from start to 
finish. One or two members of our 
club thought that West bid his 
hand correctly but that he was un- 
lucky. A third opinion was that 
West should have kept on bidding. 


"There was nothing to the play 


at four spades. South took the ace 
of diamonds and crossruffed dia- 
monds and hearts. He had to lose 
a trump and two clubs, but 
nothing more. Even, if West had 
opened a trump, South*would have 
made his contract Two rounds of 
trumps would cut down dummy's 
ruffing power, but the queen of 
hearts would set up in time for a 
diamond discard. There was just 
no way to beat four spades. 


"What is your opinion about the 


bidding?" • 


It's very hard to say whether 


West should bid three hearts. He 
has fine distribution but miserable 
strength. It is probably all right 
for him to bid If East happens to 
have nothing much in spades; but 
it will probably turn out badly for 
West if East, Instead, has strong 
spades. 


West cannot really be sure 


which "is the case. If South is a 
sound bidder, the chances are that 
he has good spades and that East, 
consequently, cannot have too 
much in that suit If South is a 
"sporting" bidder, East may have 
two or more natural spade tricks. 


In most games'I would bid with 


the West hand. In some games I 
would pass. It would depend on 
who the players were and what 
mood I thought they were in. 


So far I have been rather vague, 


but the time has come to make a 
definite statement If West does 
enter the bidding, he has to stay 
in it He can't stand for a double

NEW YORK—Press agents of the union racket, operating in the 


guise of "labor columnists", have been holding forth mournfully on 
hardships and swindles inflicted on American structural workmen in 
Alaska and other defensive outposts. These press agents of the great 
corruptional conceal the fact that the unions, them- 
selves, are co-conspirators with the padronos who 
defraud the workmen with false promises of com- 
fortable quarters and good food at moderate prices. 


It may be noted, but only in passing, that these 


men are drawing exorbitant pay and overtime ben- 
efits and are not entitled to fix low prices for the 
facilities which they use and, the things which they 
buy.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 
Chronic Cough Can Lead 
To Dangerous Lung Illness 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Anyone who has a long-Iastingcessfully and this has undoubtedly 


cough should beware. One of th 
serious complications which can 
be brought about by cough is a 
condition known as bronchiecta 
sis about which W.I.K. and others 
have inquired. This distressing 
condition can be brought about b; 
chornic sinus infection, bronchitis 
or almost any other long-lastinf 
disease of the breathing system 
which produces a chronic cough. 


Bronchiectasis interferes with 


health and the ability to work, and 
in its most serious form can even 
cause death. It is therefore ex 
tremely desirable to prevent it if 
at all possible. 


In bronchiectasls, the 
smal 


pockets in the lungs (which are 
normally filled with air when a 
person breathes) are broken down 
dilated and packed with mucus 
fluid or pus. The involved areas 
of the lungs are commonly de- 
scribed as looking like, a bunch of 
grapes 


Coughing usually brings up a 


heavy mucus sputum, often hav- 
ing a foul odor. The diagnosis de- 
pends on special examinations, in- 
cluding an X-ray film. A remark- 
able instrument called a broncho- 
scope, by which the dilated pockets 
can be seen, is helpful. 


Once bronchiectasis has devel- 


oped, the first step in treatment is 
to find out if the condition which 
produced the bronchiectasis is still 
active and to use whatever means 
one can to attack tha underlying 
cause. 


The medical treatment of bron 


chlectasls was formerly not very 
successful. Lately, however, there 
have been some good results re- 
ported from penicillin — usually 
given by the inhaling method. 
SURGERY IS EFFECTIVE 


The other method of treatment 


which is satisfactory for many of 
those with hronchiecta.il.*, <>ven 
when the condition is advanced, is 
surgery. The part of the lung af- 
fected with bronchiectasis can be 
removed by surgery pretty sue- 


saved a good many lives. 


For those who are unfortunate 


enough to have developed an ad- 
vanced type of bronchiectasis, sur- 
gery is probably the only good £ 
hope of restoring health and pre- 
venting untimely death. 


Since bronchiectasis can'come 


from many different causes, a 
person who has a long-continued 
cough, regardless of what it pro- 
ducing it, ought to try to get at 
the bottom of the trouble early 
and stop the difficulty before 
bronchiectasis has had a chance to 
develop.

The Big Question 


This much is known: One piece 


weighs 33 pounds, the other 65 
pounds. The metal has 18.6 times 
the density of water. It's black 
and tough. It's commercially pure 
uranium. And the AFC has it.

Where did it come from? The 


AFC says probably from a govern- 
ment installation.
